Although not complete, the building 
was used during the early part of the 
football season until the weather and 
water were too cold for unheated show- 
ers.

Pilgrim Hall Addition 

Pilgrim Hall, only one year old, is 
to have its facilities increased by the 
addition of 8 more rooms in order to 
partially meet the need for dormitory 
space for women students. 

The Executive Committee of the 
Board of Trustees voted at its last 
meeting to proceed with this project 
as soon as possible. 

Pilgrim Hall was built during 1957, 
placed in use for the fall quarter of 
1957, and has been completely filled 
since that date. The cost of construc- 
tion was approximately $53,000, or a 
little over $2,000 for each of the 26 
students provided for. (The National 
average, allowed by the Federal Gov- 
ernment and paid by most institutions, 
is from $3,750 to $4,500 per unit). 

Pilgrim Hall was made possible by 
contributions from all over the United 
States. The proposed addition, estimat- 
ed to cost $12,500, must of necessity be 
financed the same way. No work will 
be started until the funds are in hand. 

The furnishings for the rooms are 
estimated to be $350 each, or a total 
of $2,800 for the 8 rooms. Contributions 
will be welcomed either for an entire 
room or a part.

This club has been active for seven 
years and the church has profited fi- 
nancially and spiritually through the 
club. The members of the club who are 
farmers set aside an acre of corn and 
contribute the proceeds to the church 
treasury. The members of the club who 
do not farm give approximately the 
average return of those who do farm. 
This year (1958) the gift will amount 
to more than $500.00. There are thir- 
teen members in the club. 

After the 1958 dedication service the 
church members met for a brief busi- 
ness session and adopted, among other 
things, a budget for 1959, church pro- 
grams for preaching Sundays, and a 
calendar schedule which set aside cer- 
tain Sundays for special services, such 
as certain Sundays for Soil-Steward- 
ship, Recognition Sunday, when we 
recognize the officers and teachers of 
the church and Sunday school. Also, 
we set the date for our annual revival 
and voted to let special Sundays that 
are nationally accepted be recognized.

"One Great Hour of Sharing" is the 
principal observance of the United Ap- 
for Overseas Relief and Reconstruction 
through which Church World Service 
aids major Protestant denominations to 
raise funds for their ministries to those 
in distress overseas. 

The 1959 One Great Hour of Sharing 
— the eleventh annual observance — 
will be held in most participating chur- 
ches on Sunday, March 8. 

This year $1L282,933 will be asked 
of Protestant and Eastern Orthodox 
churches in America to sustain their 
world-wide programs of relief and re- 
habilitation. 

Contributions received will provide 
emergency food, clothing, medicines, 
and other supplies to meet needs result- 
ing from disasters, give assistance to 
hospitals and orphanages, aid resettle- 
ment and rehabilitation o*" refugees, sus- 
tain widespread supplemental feeding 
programs among the undernourished. 
and maintain self-help and other pro- 
jects. 

In their ministries to need overseas, 
the assistance of the churches is given 
without question of race, color or creed. 

The funds required for the 1959 pro- 
jects of the denominations concerned, 
totalling slightly more than $11,282,- 
933, will make possible a wide range of 
projects in more than 40 countries in 
the overseas world. 

Because these projects are carried on 
largely by dedicated, voluntary person- 
nel, they are effected at minimum cost, 
thus bringing assistance to a maximum 
number of those in distress. 

A portion of the funds realized by 
the United Appeal will defray costs of 
processing, shipping and distributing 
millions of pounds of clothing donated 
through individual and community 
church organizations and clothing ser- 
vice centers.
